Parking .meters were installed during the Summer and are proving a great help in our traffic problem 
and are keeping our streets open for business transactions.

Hannah Smith, the author of 
For Heaven’s Sake,” 1s the daugh¬ 
ter of a “True Believe” Minister.

She adored and 
revered her father but they, didn’t 
always agree and frequently, as a 
growing girl, his decisions caused 
her great disappointment and much 
unhappiness.

Hofstra College competitive ex¬ 
aminations for scholarships rang-., 
ing in value up to $500 a year, are 
1 scheduled Saturday, March 18, at

I- The morning examination will be 
a three-hour general culture test 
which must be taken by all appli¬ 
cants. Grants are renewable for 
i three additlonq.1 years for the stu¬ 
dent maintaining a college average 
of 85 percent or better. 

Afternoon examinations in special 
fields, to be given in addition to 
general culture tests, may be taken 
from 1:30 to 2:30 o’clock in biology, 
chemistry, physics, English, history, 
mathematics, music, French, Ger¬ 
man and Spanish.
